STATE'S MOTION TO REVOKE DEFENDANT'S PROBATION 



NOW ON THIS 1 st day August, 201 1, the State respectfully requests this Court to issue a 
warrant for defendant's arrest and set a hearing to revoke the defendant's probation for the following 
reasons: 

1 . On December 17,201 0, defendant was placed on probation for Aggravated Battery. 
His probation conditions 

Obey the laws of the United States, the State of Kansas, and any other jurisdiction to whose laws he/she maybe subjec 
Report to Community Corrections (I.S.O.) as directed. 

Remain within the area of the State of Kansas unless permission to leave is first obtained from the Court. 

Notify the I.S.O. within 24 hours of changes in employment, residence, and phone number, or of any contact with law 

enforcement. 

Alcohol/drug evaluation a( direction of I.S.O. (follow recommendations). 

No possession or consumption of alcohol or drugs without a legal prescription from a physician. 

Submit to random breath, blood, urinalysis testing at request of I.S.O. at defendant's own expense. 

Gain and maintain employment. 

No contact with victim or co-defendant. 

Curfew Restriction; as directed by I.S.O. 

Obey all rules, regulations, and requirements of Community Corrections. 
Maintain residence in Sedgwick County. 

Community Corrections contract with additional conditions to be provided. 



2. On April 22, 20 1 1 , Wichita Police Department Officers conducted a curfew check at 
9:50 pm. No one answered the door. See WPD # 1 1C026294. 

3 . On July 23,2011. Wichita Police Department Officers conducted a curfew check at 
9:50 pm. No one answered the door. Neighbors advised that defendant left the house 
at 9:30 pm. See WPD # 1 1C050731. 

4. On July 23, 201 1, Wichita Police Department Officers conducted a curfew check at 
11:52 pm. Defendant was not at the residence. See WPD #1 1C05073 1 . 

5. On July 29, 2011, at 9:00 pm, defendant committed the crime of Criminal 
Threat/Stalking/AssaultA^ictim Witness Intimidation at 241 2 N Jackson (the home of 
the 1 3 year old boy Miguel Andrade that his 2 brothers Eli and Alejandro Betancourt 
and his NSG homie Edward Laurel killed by shooting him 1 times through the front 
door) when he drove by the home, stopped, pointed at Miguel's mother. Ms 



Martinez was in fear for her family's safety - she knew from court that the homicide 
was in retaliation for a fight that Daniel Betancourt was in and the brothers/homie 
shot the wrong person. 

On July 29, 2011, after his 9:00 pm curfew, defendant was stopped by Wichita 
Department Police in the area of 100 N Brunswick 

Between April and July, 201 1, defendant posted the following on his facebook: 
April: Alejandro Betancourt jury trial week of April 1 1, 201 1 
Eli Betancourt jury trial week of April 25, 201 1 

a. " I swear patton, ima bout to snap" (co-defendant on Homicide, 

testified in the State's case against both Betancourts and Laurel, as 

part of his plea agreement) 
.b. "Even though I heard good news bout nina coming home I'm happy, 

but I wish I had my bros home tooL.alex, elie, I made a promise and 

ill keep it." 

c. " HEY BROS IM SORRY I STILL THINKS ITS MY FAULT BUT 
IM GOT UR BACKS ALL THE WAY TIL I DIE, THAT'S HOW 
WE ALWAYS BEEN AND ALWAYS WILL.... GONNA BE 
PRAYING FOR U BROS . . . .LOVE YA"LL" 

d. Posted a photo of Gregory Patton (co-defendant on Homicide) "April 
1 4, 20 1 1 is the day this fool SNITCHED my bros out." 

e. "MAN SOMEONE TEXT ME AND CALM ME DOWN FOR 
REALS I JUST WATH THE NEWS AND HEARD THAT DAMN 
RAT POINT OUT MY HOMIE SNOOP AND SNITCH MY BIG 
BRO OUT." 

f. "All sgd's, if u follow sleepy u a rat just like him. . .who snitches on 
they og like that!" 

g. "watch the news that damn rat hella snitched on tv, I dnt care anyone 
who follows that fool gonna get beat up now, quickster, knightmare I 
dnt care"

h. "Black ops tonight I guess, ■■■hate curfew fml oh well." 

i. "HH I swear ima kill someone soon, to much ■■all at once and 
today started out good." 

j. "damn I need to fight soon, I haven't smashed anyone face in 

lately. . . is that a bad thinkg." 
k. "Today I just wish I could tie patton to a rope and hang him in that 

big Bitree in my front yard and hit liim with a baseball bat, the dumb 

birch said he trying to help my bros, yeah | | right!"
